The Junius Prutus Blevins Company is presenting Shakespearean drama 
in the small towns and played a week stand at Sewell, W. Va., recently, 
closing with the night show Saturday. The populace, who evidently 
do not approve of Shakespeare, con- 
spired together and made the closing { 
performance very difficult by inter- 
ruptions, catcalls, ete., and wound up 
by calling the entire company before 
the curtain, and while they bowed 
their appreciation saluted them with 
a collection of bad eggs, tin cans, etc., 
utterly ruining some of the costumes, 
whereupon Romeo, Mercutio, Tybalt 
and others of the houses of Montague 
and Capulet charged over the footlights and in the melee that followed 
“trimmed the entire house,” some of the audience being pain‘tully injured. 
An attempt was made to secure warrants for the players, but the facts devel- 
oping as above given, the court refused the appiication.

Boston should wake up—it’s time for action 
to be taken against these pettifogging senile 
petticoated mayors and insincere ministerial 
poohoos. Delegate them to the deserts where 
nothing but Gods, harmless sunshine and the 
malignant aroma of wild honeysuckle will jar 
their frittering hypocrisy. 

The limit of patient endurance has nearly 
reached its apex; managers would be justified 
in sending nothing to Boston Lut a non-illus- 
trated edition of The Foreign Missions—in three 
acts.

This can go deep though—why not put away | 
Camille, The Second Mrs. Tangueray. and a host | 
of others that tell you of things that should not | 
make you blush. 


And now the issue simmers down to this: | 
Boston's mayor is becoming a scab press agent. | 
The dignity one presupposes to be attached to 
the office he hoids, is being sadly tattered by 
the unbecoming methods of publicity manager- 
ing. Do like Taft did, and even that is ques- 
tionable: if you see a play you don’t like. 
get up. go home, and read the Bible. But let 
the actor folk have a chance—believe this, 
Mister Mavor, and others of the ilk, if the 
public don’t want a play—it will be soon taken 
off—and that will be the answer sir!

ard she is refreshingly natural and the 
few notes she contributes to Howard's song 
of reminiscent harmony are voiced in her well- 
known and persistent off-key manner which Is 
really the only memory ber portrayal of the 
Blue Mouse awakens, for as the masquerading 
musical comedy star she shows us Barrison 
abilifles before undreamed of, and which do 
much to further ingratiate ber to her Chicago 
following. 

Zelda Sears as Mra. Lewellyn, the wife of the 
railroad president with the skirt fever, gives 
the same quaint comedy as she delivered when 
here lately with Miss Mary Mannering, and gets 
away with a goodly share of the laugh lines of 
the play. Clyde Fitch in The Blue Mouse, has 
seen to it that dull moments and dragging situa- 
tions are practically an unknown quantity and 
the unwinding of the various complications, 
which pile up during the progress of the story, 
are reasonably founded and, exagerated only 
enongh to develop every atom of comedy. 

Throughout, it is risque, in a certain sense, 
mostly by suggestion, for many of the real 
navehty lines are so veiled as to go over the 
heads of those unsophisticated few who should 
not hear them: thus the spiciness of it all is

NEW YORK MUSIC NOTES. 


One hundred and eighty-five singing 
societies have entered the National Saengerfest 
or Music Festival to open at Madison Square 
Garden, June 19, and continue the 20th, 21st, 
and 22nd, during which time seven monster con- 
certs will be given. 

This is the largest number of societies ever 
entered for a festival of this character and 
the singing is expected to attain a higher char- 
acter than ever before presented. 

Seven valuable prizes and fifty silver diplo- 
mas are the prizes for which the different 
societies will compete. The principal prize will 
be the silver statue, presented by Emperor 
William, and known as the ‘Kaiser Prize.”’ 
Five societies are entered for this contest as 
follows: The Kroutzer Quartet Club of New 
York, the Concordia Singing Society of Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., the present holders of the statue; 
the German Singing Society of Newark, N. J., 
The Junger Maennerchor of Philadelphia and the 
Arion Society of Baltimore, Md. To the society 
receiving the secord highest number of marks 
in this class, a large silver wreath will be 
presented. 

Five prominent musicians have been appointed 
to act as judges, two of them coming especially 


| from Germany, and three from this country. 
Prof. Max Mayer-Olbersleben, Director of the 
Royal School of Music, Wurzburg, Bavaria; 


Prof. Gustav Wohlgemuth, director of the United 
Cheral Societies of Leipzig, Germany; Mr. Max 
Spicker, well known in this country as a com- 
poser and choral conduetor; Mr. Arthur Mees, 
long identified with orchestral and choral socie- 
ties and now conductor of the Worcester, Mass., 
Music Festival, and Prof. Cornelius Rubner, 
professor of music at the Columbia University. 

The program on Saturday evening, June 19, 
will consist of the United Singers of New York, 
Mrs. Corinne Rider Kelsey and Mr. Claude Cun- 
ningham as soloists. Sunday afternoon, June 
20, the feature will be children’s choruses, con- 
sisting of the Elementary School Chorus of 
3.000 voices, and the High School Chorus of 
15,000 voices with Mrs. Kelsey and Mr. Daniel 
Beddoe as soloists. Sunday evening, June 20, 
Mme. Schumaun Heink and Mr. Claude Cun- 
ningham will be the soloists, assisted by the 
Northeastern Federation of Singing Societies, 
6.000 voices. Monday evening, June 21, the 
same singers wiil present an entirely different 
program.

The week of May 31 will long be remembered 


by the theatrical managers of Philadelphia as 
well as the people of this city. For one whole 
week we were in the throes of a street car 
strike, which paralyzed trade and got. every- 
one’s nerves on edge. A few straggling cars 
went by in the daytime, but at night this 
huge city was like a little village, for not 
a street car ran. Rioting took place every 
day, and when people got home at night they 
were clad to stay there. Until Saturday, 
June 5, there was no prospect of the strike 
being settled, but on that day the opposing 


parties got together and in a short time all was 
peace again. The loss was enormous during 
the week. Even the saloons were closed by the 
police, so the theatres could not expect to do 
anything, and the parks were deserted. Keith's 
Theatre and the Chestnut Street Theatre did 
not suffer as much as the other houses, as 
their patrons braved all sorts of dangers to see 
the big shows provided, but most of the other 
houses would have been considerably in pocket 
bad they remained closed during the week. 

The people were very hungry for amusement 
on Saturday, June 5, and they swarmed to the 
theatres and parks to get a taste of what they 
had been deprived of for a week. Every open 
theatre seld out quickly and managers feel 
sure that the patronage will continue good un- 
til the weather gets sultry.

More than 100 disputes that would otherwise 
have called for litigation were satisfactorily ad- 
justed: 500 complaints were handled respecting 
legal rights and all but four were amicably ad- 
justed. Thirty-five refunds of overcharges from 
railroads were obtained and in twenty com 


plaints to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the Association won Its contentions 

Three hundred play piracies were stopped 
during the year by prompt action of the Associa- 
thor 


Numerous cases of overcharge by baggage 
transfer companies brought to the attention of 
the Association resulted in refundings: the tariff 
mn scenery taken Into Canada was aboli«hed; the 
efforts of the American ecenic artists to double 
the tariff on scenery and costumes brought into 
this country were defeated.

‘ny method be exhibited, performed, represent- 
el, produced or reproduced, and to exhibit, 
perform, represent, produce or reproduce in any 
manney or by any method whatsoever

the purpose of public performance for profit, 
and to make any arrangements or setting of It.

As a condition of extending the copyright 
control to such mechanical reproductions the 
new law provides that whenever the owner of 
a musicel copyright has used or permitted 
or knowingly acquiesced in the use of the copy- 
righted work upon the parts of instruments 
serving to reproduce mechanically the musical 
work any other person may make similar use 
of the copyrighted work upon the payment to 
the copyright proprietor of a royalty of two 
cents on each such part manufactured, to be

of each month of the number of parts of in-

The author and composer have the right of

The achievement of the National Association 
of Theatrical Producing Managers in Canada 
reeulted in the following amendment to the 
Criminal Code of that country: 

“Every person, who, after the registration of 
any dramatic work, publicly performs, exhib- 
its or represents, or who in any manner causes 
or alds or abets the public performance, exhi- 
bition or representation, in whole or in part, 
of such dramatic work without the consent of 
the proprietor (unless he proves he acted inno- 
cently) is guilty of an offense and liable on 
summary conviction to a fine of not less than 
$100, and not exceeding $500, or thirty days’ 
imprisonment, or beth, in the discretion of the 
court, and on a second or subsequent conviction, 
to Imprisonment, with or without hard labor, 
for six months."’

= Benefits ducing Managers, which was organized little more than a 
ofr year ago, has been successful beyond even the fondest hopes 
Association, of its strongest advocates in eliminating many of the abuses 


with which the amusement business has long been rife. 


The first annual convention of this association was held in New York 
last week and from the report of its deliberations and enactments, printed 
on another page of this issue, it is obvious that much good has been effected 
through the common and combined efforts of its members. 


This is only another instance of the fact that harmony of plan and of 
principle is more efficacious in the protection of the several units of an asso- 
ciation of this kind, than is the friction and enmity engendered by competi- 
tion. 

The National Association of Theatrical Producing Managers is now a 
tried and proved success. There is further encouragement in the fact that 
each member left the recent meeting pledged to bring in another party to 
its affiliations before a year has passed. 


As an example of the good that may be effected by such an association 
of interests as is represented in The National Association of Theatrical Pro- 
®fucing Managers, the following notice recently sent out by its secretary is 
quoted in full: 

“The Association takes great pleasure in announcing to its members that it 
has secured an amendment of the criminal laws in Canada by the enactment 
of the following statute: 


“Every person who, after the registration of any dramatic work, publicly 
performs, exhibits or represents, or who in any manner causes or aids or abets 
the public performance, exhibition or representation, in whole or in part, of 
such dramatic work, without the consent of the proprietor (unless he proves 
he acted innocently) is guilty of an offense, and liable on summary conviction 
to a fine of not less than one hundred dollars and not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or thirty days imprisonment or both in the discretion of the court, and 
on second or subsequent conviction to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labor, for six months.” 


“Any play heretofore copyrighted in Great Britain may be registered and 
receive complete protection under this enactment. In addition to securing 
this criminal clause, the Association is practically assured that at the next 
session of Parliament, a copyright law for dramatic works equally as far 
reaching as that obtained in the United States will be adopted in Canada

| situations as characterized Mr. Forbes Robertson's vehicle.

The most recent instance is that of Love Watches, for which Mr. Froh- 
man based his hopes of success in London upon its New York record. That 
Love Watches was popular with the theatregoers of our own metropolis, 
can not be gainsaid. No authority ever presumed to call it a great play; but 
it had those little essentials that appeal to our democratic, national suscepti- 
| bilities. Of course, these are lacking in the native of the Merry Isle, which 


probably explains why Love Watches had to be withdrawn after on\y 
eleven performances because of lack of support. 
But how are managers to anticipate the result of these trans-Atlantic 


experiments, whether their hopes spring from successful results first by one 
| side or the other? It would naturally be assumed that a play treating of uni- 
versal principles would prove of equal interest by two races so closely allied 
in language and iustitutions as the English and the Americans. But such 
assumption seems to be unwarranted. The failures, during the past several 
; seasons, of such plays as Paid In Full and Love Watches in England, and The 
Light That Failed, in America are serving to make managers cautious about 
taking chances with productions that are still good for big houses in th: 
native land of their production. 

In the meantime, it has become a question whether or not some of the 
most successful of our attractions which have been scheduled for exporta- 
tion and the resultant conquest of England will be tried out over there 


The broad humanity, which was the underlying principle in the life of

His mission was to touch elbows with men and women in all ranks 
of life, the mere fact of universal kinship and a soul of sweet impulses 
being his justification. Unlike many clerics, his view of conditions was not 
narrowed or restricted. Evil exists in the world, but instead of consigning 
the evil-doers to perdition, with pharisaical complacency, he placed his hand 
under the erring and unfortunate who was, after all, but frail man or 
woman. Thus, through nearly three score years and ten, he walked the 
world, a practical exemplar of the teachings of the Great Law-Giver. As an 
evidence of the close relationship of all those who aim to uplift humanity 
we quote, not the words of Dr. Hale, but those of the great agnostic, Rob: 
G. Ingersoll, whose written creed might well have been the language of the 
lamented divine. 

“To love justice, to long for the right, to love mercy, to pity the suffer- 
ing, to assist the weak, to forget wrongs and remember benefits, to love 
the truth, to be sincere, to utter honest words, to love liberty, to wage re- 
lentless war against slavery in all its forms, to love wife and child and friend 
to make a happy home, to love the beautiful in art, in nature, to cultivate 
the mind, to be familiar with the mighty thoughts that genius has expressc’ 
the noble deeds of all the world, to cultivate courage and cheerfulness (0 
make others happy, to fill life with the splendor of generous acts, the 
warmth of loving words, to discard error, to destroy prejudice, to receive 


new truths with gladness, to cultivate hope, to see the calm beyond ‘lie

| My Dear Billy Boy: 


Five or six Americans brought over last 
spring to assist in putting on the Fighting the 
Flames spectacle at the White City, by J. 
Calvin Brown, took mean advantage of the big 
holiday attendance for Whit Monday (yester- 
day), and went on strike for more pay. They 
were quickly disrobed of the uniforms they had 
on and hustled out of the grounds. They evi- 
dently did not properly size up Calvin Brown. 
He don’t, as a rule, take much foolishness. 
and he positively declines to permit the em 
ployes of the White City to become joint own- 
ers and managers with him. These men were 
brought over under a contract by which their 
steamer fares were advanced to them, and at 
salaries exactly three times as large as Eng 
Nshmen doing the same work with them were 
paid. These advances were not paid back, but 
more than half is yet due from each man. 
They neglected their work so much that when 
White City opened for the season, May 15, the 
Fire Show was the only one on the place not 
ready to operate.
